a Ascii known advo­ 
cate of the electrical drive for cotton 
m anufactories, delivered a very inter­ 
esting address upon 
the development 
of cotton mills In tho south before tho 
New Bedford 
board 
of trade a 
few 
days ago. 
He spoke p articularly upon 
the development of cotton m ills in the 
south. 
He also spoke upon the advan­ 
tages of electricity for power purpos­ 
es. 
Not 
the bast Interesting of 
his 
rem arks were those upon the employ­ 
ment of child labor. 
South Carolina, said M r. W h aley, is 
the M assachusetts of 
the south, inas­ 
much aa It has the 
largest number of 
spindles 
in the south, 
as M assachu­ 
setts has in 
tin north. 
In DOO there 
were 2.250,000 spindles in South C aro­ 
lina, 
a litt!“ more than 25 per cent. 
of 
the 
spindles 
of 
Massachusetts. 
From I SOS to 1900 the increase in spin­ 
dles in South Carolina was 826.000 and 
the other states of the south have kept 
a fair pace. 
The southern mills, Mr. W h a ley said, 
run on print cloth numbers. 
The dif­ 
ference 
between 
the 
m ills 
of 
the 
north and the south m ay be measured 
by 
the value 
of labor. In the south 
the 
labor is com paratively crude. 
In 
the north the educated help are handl­ 
ing 
finer 
goods 
in a 
more 
In telli­ 
gent w ay and with much greater facil­ 
ity 
than the 
south 
can hope to have 
for p o m e years. 
The south has 
the 
advantage of improved m achinery, and 
is able to make 
a profit on 
the pro­ 
duct. 
notwithstanding the 
fact that, 
not having capital enough to hold the 
m anufactured goods it must sell them 
at 
w hatever price 
is 
offered in 
the 
northern market. 
The use of the D ra ­ 
per loom gives the south an advantage 
on 
plain 
goods, and 
other parts 
of 
the mill keej) pace w ith this improve­ 
ment. 
The 
introduction of 
the 
electric 
light into a m ill, first 
brought about 
by 
one of the Lonsdale mills, created 
considerable comment, but how it has 
become an established fact 
that clee* 
tltcal lighting is more economical 
and 
better iii every way, and no one would 
think of using oil lam ps in a modern 
mill. 
The same thing is coming true 
w ith 
relation to 
electrical 
driving. 
which has been introduced during 
the 
last ten years. 
The electric drive was 
iirst Introduced Into the Baltic m ills in 
Connecticut 
as a m akeshift. 
In two 
m ills belonging 
to the same corpora­ 
tion. situated apart, there w as a sur­ 
plus of water power at one m ill and a 
scarcity of it at the other. 
As an ex­ 
periment it was 
proposed to transm it 
power 
by electricity, 
and 
the 
plan 
worked satisfactorily. 
“ Tho n e x t step was in Columbia, 
<’., where a w ater power canal in ter­ 
fered w ith the location of a new mil. 
where it wa* necessary to put the mill 
on the inner bank of the canal, rather 
than on 
the river. 
The 
m anagers 
were induced to install a plant to drive 
tho mill electrically and the mill has 
been a success from the time it w as 
built. 
The fact of its economy was 
established, 
and other m ills in the 
south took tt up. The first mill in New 
England 
to take it 
up was the Soule 
m ill in this city. 
In 1S93 the olym pic mill of 
Colum ­ 
bia. S. (\, was built on 
an 
electric 
drive. 
The result was startling. 
If 
you ask any man 
who 
understands 
cotton m anufacturing In 
M assachu­ 
setts what he w ill put In as the proper 
power to operate a 100,000 spindle print 
cloth mill he w ill tell you that no ex­ 
pert would use less 
than 3*100 hoise 
power. 
In the o lym p ic it has been 
impossible to use more than 2700 horse 
power, a clear saving of OOO horse pow­ 
er 
and at $15 per horse power that 
means a saving of 19000 per year. The 
f a r t is absolutely established* 
In the 
last two years there have been built in 
the south three new mills, each with 
600 horse power engines, running 15,000 
spindles. 
The first was run by belts 
and required 
over 500 horse 
power. 
The others, with electrical drive, are 
run o n 412 
horse power. 
I am not 
guessing when I tell you that electric 
drive has come to stay and that in a 
few' years it w ill 
be as common us 
electric lights. 
These features of 
economy are not 
altogether measured 
by the first cost, 
even though the first cost is less than 
an y belt or rope driver that can be put 
In. 
The convenience of handling 
a 
m ill is something which the 
investor 
docs not appreciate and yet tile elec- 
4ric driver lias added easily 4 per cent. 
to the increased production in every 
mill where it has been used, and that 
Is an extrem ely conservative estimate. 
There are savings In leakages which 
cannot be estimated, while it is easy 
to figure up another 4 per cent, in the 
ab ility to save horse power and in in ­ 
ternal economies. 
Among th*1 other advantages of the 
elc< trie drive Is its extreme flexibility, 
which 
is a very considerable factor. 
The ab ility to cut oft one department 
and cease to consume power, while the 
other departments are running, means 
a great deal to the company. The In­ 
fluence of the power plant w ith regard 
to location is of 
no little value, not 
only in the saving of foundations, bur 
because the power plant can be placed, 
regardless of the location of the mill, 
at*the most convenient point for hand­ 
ling the fuel aud the w ater used for 
power purposes. 
Mr, Boule inquired M r. W haley's Idea 
of the employment of young labor In 
the m ills of the south. 
Mr, W haley described the 
condition 
of the m ill help at the south before the 
mills were started. 
They didn’t own 
the shirts on their backs, he said, and 
the establishment of 
the cotton mill 
was virtu ally a Godsend to the com­ 
m unity where It was located. 
Ed uca­ 
tion is scarce in that part of the coun­ 
try, and the comforts which are com­ 
mon in the north are p ractically un­ 
known to the class which works In the 
mills. 
Nobody in the south wants to 
employ children and m any of the best 
m ills are paying a bonus for adult la ­ 
bor. 
But what 
are you 
g o i n g to do 
with ti fam ily which Is unable to cain 
its bread and butter, the head of which 
says, lf you don’t employ m y boy or 
m y girl, I ’ll go to 
somebody 
else. 
There are the mills needing 
help to 
keep them going. 
The result Is that

to be a m atter of years before they 
reach the condition of the people of the 
north. 
W e are bound 
to 11 
hours 
work, yet the best mills, if they could 
have tHoir way. would 
vote for IO 
hours a day work. 
There are a lot of 
sm all 
corporations, however, 
which 
claim 
that to go 
to IO hours a day 
would close them up. never to open 
again, and they hold the rest back. As 
it is, our mills beat all the foreign m is­ 
sions and ch arity 
business 
that 
you 
have in the north. 
W e are feeding 
our people better, giving them more 


clothes, more w arm th and more com 
fort than they ever knew before. 
To illustrate the extent to which the 
southern m ills believed young 
help 
sufficient, M r. W h a le y said 
that 
his 
mill paid IO cents a side or running 
fight sides to an operative under 16, 
and for 
the same work 
an operative 
over 16 received 20 cents or more. He 
claim ed that the young help was being 
weeded out as fast as possible, be­ 
cause it is inefficient, but when a m il­ 
lion spindles are put into a little state 
like South Carolina inside 
of 
two 
years, the m anufacturers were obliged 
lo get such help as they could to keep 
the spindles running. 
W ith sim ilar 
conditions in M assachusetts he thought 
that the m anufacturers 
would try 
to 
get the laws forbidding the em ploy­ 
ment of small help repealed.

T he fifty d ollar prize w as aw ard ed 
for the b rea d m a k in g m ach ine invented 
by Mrs. L ydia Coale Sharpie**, a P h il­ 
ad elp hia lady belonging to th e gentle 
Q u aker folk. 
Mrs. Ellen H. R ic h ard s 
of the M assa ch u setts In s titu te of T e ch ­ 
nology, w ho knew of the m achine, w as 
in s tru m e n ta l in bring ing it before the 
public a t th e fair. 
T he chief m erits of 
this invention a re tw o—first, it mixes 
the bread rap id ly an d tho rou gh ly by 
m achinery, th u s avoiding the u n p le as­ 
a n t hand m an ip u latio n and kneading. 
C onsidering w h a t too m a n y bakeries 
lack in the item of cleanliness, this 
ab olishing of the han d m ixing is of it­ 
self 
sufficient 
to 
im m ortalize 
Mrs. 
Sharpies*’ contrivance. 
B ut it does 
m u ch m ore th a n th at, according to the 
v erdict of the chem ical facu lty of the 


m o m eter a t the side of the m achine in­ 
dicates th e tem p eratu re.

Hour need be used w hen the bread is 
risen and is ready to be pu t into the 
pans, for m ad e th u s Instead of being 
m ixed by the k nead in g process it is not 
sticky. 
W hen professors of organic ch em is­ 
try cam e to exam in e Mrs. Sharpies*’ 
m achine m ade bread, they reported th a t 
it w as 50 p er cent m ore n ourishing 
th a n bread m ade in the o rd in ary w ay 
because it facilitated the b u rstin g of 
the .starch cells.

ta r y m a n throw's his leg out s tra ig h t 
an d graceful before him w ith o u t a p ­ 
p a re n tly bending his knees a t all.

T his is one of 
the chief secrets of a graceful walk. 
N ext, there Is the perfectly erect c a r ­ 
riage. 
T his does no m ean “ thro w in g 
the shoulders b ack,” as we are so often 
w rongly told. 
It m ean s holding the 
chest up an d holding the abdom en in— 
rath er, if you hold y ou r chest up and 
d raw deep, slow b rea th s y ou r sto m ach 
of itself will sink in. 
M any w om en de­ 
velop large stom achs sim ply from let­ 
ting th e m uscles of the ch est slum p 
dow-n upon the stom ach and become 
w eak an d lax. 
At the sam e tim e th a t 
the chest flops down and Inw ard the 
points of th e shoulders begin to bow 
o u tw a rd an d round till they som etim es 
m ak e a w om an look as if she were 
tu rn ed th e o th er side forem ost.

m ent of child labor. 
South C arolina, said Mr. W haley, is 
the M assac h u se tts of 
the south, in a s ­ 
m uch an it h as the 
larg est n u m b e r of 
spindles 
in the south, 
/is M assach u ­ 
setts has it) 
the north. 
In 1890 there 
were 2,250.000 spindles in South C a ro ­ 
lina,

W hatever labor saving inven­ 
tions have straggled In here and there 
among the Clumsy, old fashioned hand 
methods have been mostly made by 
men, as, for instance, the carpet sweep­ 
er and the sewing machine. 
The offer of the Boston organization 
has brought out a number of women 
devised machines that are thoroughly 
encouraging. 
A man. not a woman, 
has just written an article to prove 
that the separate kitchen m ust go, just 
as the separate loom and bake oven 
have gone. 
Some of the exhibits and 
inventions in the women’s departm ent 
of the Mechanics’ fair in Boston look 
as lf it were women themselves who 
will give at least the old fashioned 
kitchen its final bowing out. 
The E d ­ 
ucational and Industrial union ladies 
themselves took Charge of the d ep art­ 
ment allotted to their sex at the fair 
with the object of really bringing out 
whatever is perm anently worth while 
in women’s work. 
The fifty dollar prize was awarded 
for the breadm aking machine Invented 
by Mrs. Lydia Coale Sharpless, a Phil­ 
adelphia lady belonging to the gentle 
Quaker folk. 
Mrs. Ellen H. Richards 
of the M assachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology, wrho knew of ’the machine, was 
instrum ental In bringing it before the 
public at the fair. 
The chief m erits of 
this invention are two—first, it mixes 
the bread rapidly and thoroughly by 
machinery, thus avoiding the unpleas- 
nnt hand manipulation and kneading. 
Considering w hat too m any bakeries 
lack in the item of cleanliness, this 
abolishing of the hand mixing is of it­ 
self 
sufficient 
to 
immortalize 
Mrs. 
Sharpless’ contrivance. 
But it does 
much more than that, according to the 
verdict of the chemical faculty of the 


mometer at the side of the machine in­ 
dicates the temperature. 
No more raw 
flour need be used when the bread is 
risen and is ready to be put into the 
pans, for made thus instead of being 
mixed by the kneading process it is not 
sticky. 
When professors of organic chemis­ 
try came to examine Mrs. Sharpless’ 
machine made bread, they reported that 
it was 50 per cent more nourishing 
than bread made in the ordinary way 
because it facilitated the bursting of 
the starch cells. 
They told her this 
after they had laughed a t the minia­ 
ture model of her machine, made, wo­ 
man fashion, of bits of pasteboard 
sewed together. She cut out the pieces, 
and her daughter, a college graduate, 
sewed them together. But the real m a­ 
chine did absolutely w hat she claimed 
for it, just the same. 
The small m a­ 
chine m akes ten loaves of bread In 
three minutes. A large one—such as the 
United States government has bought 
for the navy—mixes 1,200 loaves in the 
same time. 
W hen Mrs. Sharpless was a girl at 
the F riends’ school, her Q uaker teach­ 
er, a woman, said to her, “Lilly, thee 
needs to think.’’

How to Secure a 
Graceful Carriage. 


HE beginning of attractiveness is 
to walk well. 
Many American 
women and even American girls 
are lam entably lacking in this grace 
because, unlike the ladies of Europe, 
they have never been instructed in 
walking. To know what training in the 
simple m atter of walking will do for a 
hum an being contrast the carriage of 
a drilled soldier with that of the ordi­ 
nary man, who walks anyhow, slum p­ 
ing down into his knees, jerking his 
hips, throwing his feet this way and 
that. 
Well, just as ungracefully as the un- 
drilled ordinary m an walks, Just that 
badly walk most women who have nev­ 
er paid attention to their gait, even 
worse indeed, only that their long skirts 
conceal the unsightliness. 
And every 
one of them, short or tall, stout or thin, 
can secure a walk so graceful that peo­ 
ple will turn to look after her as they 
do after a couple of trained soldiers in 
a crowd of ordinary men. 
Certainly the regular m ilitary drill Is 
the best of all exercises for securing 
graceful carriage. 
Some of the E uro­ 
pean society beauties famed for their 
grace adm it they owe it to having ta k ­ 
en a course in physical culture from a 
regimental drill sergeant. 
Fam ous ac­ 
tresses 
have 
had 
themselves 
put 
through the same training in order to 
secure th at noble and impeding pres­ 
ence which is one of their drawing 
cards. 
To begin, there is nothing better than 
th a t "goose step" which R udyard K ip­ 
ling has immortalized in one of his 
poems. 
It consists in merely crooking 
the leg at the knee and then raising it 
thus bent a t an angle as far as possible 
tow ard the waist. 
Do this first with 
one leg, then the other, alternately. If 
you have never tried It, you will be 
surprised to find w hat a drawing, loos­ 
ening effect it has on the muscles of the 
back of the thigh and those of the lower 
back, where women are notedly weak. 
Rise five minutes earlier In the m orn­ 
ing if you have not much time, and be­ 
fore you put on your skirts and your 
corset, if you wear one, do this "goose 
step,” first with one lower limb, then 
with the other, for the full five minutes. 
You cannot do it properly in corset and 
skirts. 
Now, next time you see any soldiers 
notice particularly how differently from 
the ordinary m an they move their 
knees. 
The knees of the m an who 
does not care how he walks are often 
even crooked and bob unsteadily this 
way and that, as though they might 
give w ay under him. The drilled mili­ 
ta ry m an throws his leg out straight 
and graceful before him w ithout ap ­ 
parently bending his knees at all. 
He 
gives the main motion from his hips 
and not from his knees. This is one of 
the chief secrets of a graceful walk. 
Next, there is the perfectly erect car­ 
riage. 
This does no mean “throwing 
the shoulders back,” as we are so often 
wrongly told. 
It means holding the 
chest up and holding the abdomen in— 
rather, if you hold your chest up and 
draw deep, slow breaths your stom ach 
of Itself will sink in. Many women de­ 
velop large stomachs simply from let­ 
ting the muscles of the chest slump 
down upon the stomach and become 
weak and lax. 
At the sam e time that 
the chest flops down and inward the 
points of the shoulders begin to how 
outw ard and round till they sometimes 
m ake a woman look as if she were 
tunned the other side foremost. 
None 
of this is necessary to a woman at any 
age. 
Finally hold your head up per­ 
sistently and keep your spine in a 
straig h t line so far as possible. 
To recapitulate, hold your chest and 
head up with determination and take 
deep, slow breaths. 
Don’t let your 
knees wabble and don’t make the main 
motion of walking from the knee joints. 
This gives a mincing, extremely u n ­ 
graceful gait. 
W alk from your hips, 
hold the knees firm and reach out with 
a long, steady forward swing. 
Keep it 
up.

AS IT EXISTS 
IN T H E 
STATE 
OF 


ILLINOIS. 


The Illinois 
Federation of Women's 
clubs has been doing a good work in 
making an Investigation into the con­ 
ditions 
of 
child labor 
in the 
state. 
The committee reports there are now 
20,000 children 
employed In the state, 
largely In Chicago factories. 
AU 
the 
familiar 
arguments In opposition 
to 
child labor, particularly child 
labor In 
factories, gain force by 
the presenta­ 
tion of the case as it appears 
to 
th** 
women of Illinois. 
Physical health is undermined, 
ac- 
Idents are frequent, 
and the 
result 
Is a large number 
of blind, partially 
blind and otherwise deformed children. 
In the sweatshops, 
where many little 
boys are 
buttonholer*. 
curvature of 
the 
spine is 
developed 
In 
scores of 
cases, and for an average wage of $2.50 
a week. 
‘The child 
who wraps caramels for 
two w’eeks 
before 
Christmas,” says 
the report, "carries uppers a month In 
a shoe factory, 
delivers 
telegram* 
a 
season, or drifts to the stockyards for 
a few weeks, 
acquires no real 
trade 
skill or knowledge." 
As a matter of 
fact, we suppose, taking his whole life 
as 
the test, in 
the 
majority 
of In­ 
stances, 
such 
desultory 
occupation, 
where cheapness Is the chief desidera­ 
tum, 
Is an Injury rather 
than other­ 
wise, 
Boys of exceptional ability will very 
likely rise 
above sueh experiences, as 
boys of extraordinary ability have come 
up from discouraging and unpromising 
surroundings 
before. 
Rut 
the 
net 
result 
of work like this 
Is sim ply to | 
produce, as 
the report says, 
a large 
accretion 
to 
the 
already 
existing 
barnacle of wretched unskilled 
labor. 
In a good many 
cases 
there is 
no 
doubt that children are driven to such 
mployment 
by what seem s to them 
or to their parents, to be necessity. Hut 
here are a good many more where the 
necessity does not actually exist. 
The 
prospect of making 
a little money by 
what sterna to he an easy employment 
proves altogether 
too 
much 
for the 
cupidity of parents 
who have no Just j 
excuse 
for sending 
their children 
to 
work, 
while of course boys and 
girls J 
themselves, not having mature judg- , 
ment, m ay easily 
be deceived 
as to 
what their best Interests demand. 
There 
was a 
time In the 
old New 
England 
days, 
when the boy helped! 
on 
the 
farm 
and the girl 
helped in j 
the dairy and kitchen,, or both did odd 
jobs for 
the neighbors, 
and assisted 
about the "chores" 
that child 
labor ; 
was a good thing. 
That sort of child I 
labor made men and women that were I 
worth something.

easy work, but 
it did 
not have 
the j 
Houi-destructive, 
ambition-deadening j 
effect of child labor in the monotonous ; 
pursuits to which 
the Illinois women { 
call attention, 
and 
others like them. ! 
The results of such child labor taken I

long run are good for n e ith er, 
the children 
nor for the comm unity.—

were 2,250,000 spindles In South Caro­ 
lina, 
a little more than 25 per cent. 
of

M assachusetts. 
From 1898 to 1900 the increase in spin­ 
dles in South Carolina was 826.000 and 
the other states of the south have kept 
a fair pace. 
The southern mills, Mr. W haley said, 
run on print cloth numbers.

north and the south m ay be measured

There are savings in leakages which 
cannot he estimated, while it is easy 
to figure up another 4 per cent, in the 
ability to save horse power and in in ­ 
ternal economies. 
Among the other ad vantages of the 
electric drive is its extrem e flexibility 
which 
is JI very considerable factor. 
The ability to cut off one departm ent 
and cease to consume power, while the 
other departm ents are running, means 
a great deal to the com pany. The in­ 
fluence of the power plant with regard 
to location is of 
no little value, not 
only in the saving of foundations, but 
because the power plant can be placed, 
regardless of the location of the mill, 
John T. at the most convenient point for hand- 


wp take the children out of the mill 
and put them into schools. We haven’t 
got compulsory education in the south 
as you have in 
M assachusetts. 
The 
politicians will not have 
it, because 
they claim that if compulsory educa­ 
tion is established it will open the w ay 
for the education of the negro and they 
don’t believe in the educated negro. 
There is a great deal of charity work 
done by the mills. 
In my mill we em ­ 
ploy a doctor, we supply 
medicines, 
and we care for the family until it is 
able to earn support. 
We supply a 
6-room cottage for $3 a month, in a 
mill village supplied with sewers, w a ­ 
ter and schools. 
We are endeavoring 
to educate the people but it is bound 
to be a m atter of years before they 
reach the condition of the people of the 
north. 
We are bound 
to ll 
hours 
work, yet the hest mills: if they could 
have- their way, would 
vote for IO 
hours a day work. 
There are a lot of 
small corporations, however, 
which 
claim th at to go 
to IO hours a day 
would close them up, never to open 
again, and they hold the rest back. As 
it is. our mills beat all the foreign m is­ 
sions and charity 
business 
th at 
you 
have in the north. 
W e are feeding 
our people better, giving them more 


clothes, more w arm th and more cotv 
fort than they ever knew before. 
To illustrate the extent to which the 
southern mills believed young 
help 
sufficient, Mr. W haley said 
th a t 
hie 
mill paid IO cents a side or running 
eight sides to an operative under 16. 
and for 
the sam e work 
an operative 
over 16 received 20 cents or more. He 
claimed th a t the young help was bein* 
weeded out as fast as possible, be­ 
cause it is inefficient, but when a m il­ 
lion spindles are put into a little state 
like South Carolina inside 
of 
two 
years, th)- m anufacturers were obliged 
to get such help as they could to keep 
the spindles running. 
With sim ilar 
conditions in M assachusetts he thought 
th a t the m anufacturers 
would try 
to 
get the laws forbidding the em ploy­ 
m ent of small help repealed.

WOMEN 2 How to Secure a 
Gracelul Carriage.

H E W om en’s Educational and 
Industrial ' union 
of 
Boston 
some time ago offered a prize 
of $50 for the best household 
labor saving device invented by a wo­ 
man. 
Now, the Boston ladies’ union 
could not have done a better thing, for 
the present system of housekeeping even 
in America is two centuries behind the 
times. 
W hatever labor saving inven­ 
tions have straggled in here and there 
am ong the clumsy, old fashioned hand 
methods have been mostly made by 
men, as, for Instance, the carpet sweep­ 
er and the sewing machine. 
The offer of the Boston organization 
has brought out a num ber of women 
devised mac hines that are thoroughly 
encouraging. 
A man, not a woman, 
has ju st written an article to prove 
th at the separate kitchen must go, Just 
as the separate loom and bake oven 
have gone. 
Some of the exhibits and 
inventions in the women’s departm ent 
of the Mechanics' fair in Boston look 
as lf it were women themselves who 
will give at least the old fashioned 
kitchen its final bowing out. 
The Ed­ 
ucational and Industrial union ladies 
themselves took charge of the depart­ 
ment allotted to their sex at the fair 
with the object of really bringing out 
whatever is perm anently worth while 
In women’s work. 
The fifty dollar prize was awarded 
for the breadm aking machine invented 
by Mrs. Lydia Coale Sharpless, a Phil­ 
adelphia lady belonging to the gentle 
Q uaker folk. 
Mrs. Ellen H. Ric hards 
of the M assachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology, who knew of the machine, was 
instrum ental in bringing it before the 
public at the fair. 
The chief m erits of 
this indention are two—first, it mixes 
tl\e bread rapidly and thoroughly by 
machinery, thus avoiding the unpleas­ 
an t hand m anipulation and kneading. 
Considering w hat too m any bakeries 
lack in the item of cleanliness, this 
abolishing of the hand mixing is of it­ 
self 
sufficient 
to 
immortalize 
Mrs. 
Sharpless’ contrivance. 
But it does 
much more than that, according to the 
verdict of the chemical faculty of the 


to revolving by the turning of a handle. 
In three minutes the bread is mixed, 
not packed, ann is left to rise. A ther­ 
mometer a t the side of the machine in­ 
dicates the temperature. 
No more raw 
flour need be used when the bread is 
risen and is ready to be put into the 
pans, for made thus instead of being 
mixed by the kneading process it Is not 
sticky. 
When professors of organic chem is­ 
try came to examine Mrs. Sharpless’ 
machine made bread, they reported that 
it was GO per cent more nourishing 
than bread made in the ordinary way 
because it facilitated the bursting of 
the starch cells. 
They told her this 
after they had laughed a t the m inia­ 
ture model of her machine, made, wo­ 
man 
fashion, of bits of pasteboard 
sewed together. She cut out the pieces, 
and her daughter, a college graduate, 
sewed them together. But the real m a­ 
chine did absolutely w hat she claimed 
for it, just the same. 
The small m a­ 
chine makes ten loaves of bread In 
three minutes. A large one—such as the 
United States government has bought 
for the navy—mixes 1,200 loaves in the 
same time. 
When Mrs. Sharpfess w as a girl s t 
the F riends’ school, her Q uaker teach­ 
er, a woman, said to her, "Lilly, thee 
needs to think." 
Lily has evidently 
been thinking. 
Hygienic underw ear devised by wo­ 
men was also shown in the same sug­ 
gestive

Instructive 
departm ent.

HE beginning of attractiveness is 
to w*alk w'ell.

To know w hat training in the 
simple m atter of walking will do for a 
hum an being contrast the carriage of 
a drilled soldier with that of the ordi­ 
nary man, who walks anyhow, slum p­ 
ing down into his knees, jerking his 
hips, throwing his feet this way and 
that. 
Well, just as ungracefully as the un­ 
drilled ordinary m an w'alks, just th a t 
badly walk most women who have nev­ 
er paid attention to their gait, even 
wmrse indeed, only that their long skirts 
conceal the unsightliness. 
And every 
one of them, short or tall, stout or thin, 
can secure a wralk so graceful th a t peo­ 
ple will turn to look after her as they 
do after a couple of trained soldiers in 
a crowd of ordinary men. 
Certainly the regular m ilitary drill is 
the best of all exercises for securing 
graceful carriage. 
Some of the E u ro ­ 
pean society beauties fanned for their 
grace adm it they owe it to having ta k ­ 
en a course in physical culture from a 
regimental drill sergeant. Fam ous ac­

have 
had 
themselves

through the sam e training in order to 
secure that noble and imposing pres­ 
ence which is one of their draw ing 
cards. 
To begin, there la nothing better than 
that "goose step" which R udyard K ip­ 
ling has immortalized in one of his 
poems. 
It consists in merely crooking 
the leg at the knee and thfn raising it 
thus bent at an angle as far as possible 
toward the waist. 
Do this first with 
one leg, then the other, alternately. 
If 
you have never tried It, you will be 
surprised to find w hat a drawing, loos­ 
ening effect it has on the muscles of the 
back of the thigh and those of the lower 
back, where women are notedly weak. 
Rise five m inutes earlier in the m orn­ 
ing if you have not much time, and be­ 
fore you put on your skirts and your 
corset, if you w ear one, do this "goose 
step,’’ first with one lowrer limb, then 
with the other, for the full five minutes. 
You cannot do it properly in corset and 
skirts. 
Now, next time you see any soldiers 
notice particularly how differently from 
the ordinary m an they move their 
knees. 
The knees of the m an who 
does not care how he wralks are often 
even crooked and bob unsteadily this 
way and that, as though they m ight 
give w ay under him. The drilled mili­ 
tary m an throws his leg out straig h t 
and graceful before him w ithout ap ­ 
parently bending his knees a t all. 
He 
gives the m ain motion from his hips 
and not from his knees. This is one of 
the chief secrets of a graceful walk. 
Next, there is the perfectly erect car­ 
riage. 
This does no mean "throw ing 
the shoulders back,’’ as we are so often 
wrongly told. 
It m eans holding the 
chest up and holding the abdomen in— 
rather, if you hold your chest up and 
draw deep, slow breaths your stom ach 
of itself will sink in. Many women de­ 
velop large stom achs simply from let­ 
ting the muscles of the chest slump 
down upon the stomach and become 
weak and lax. 
At the same time th at 
the chest flops dowrn and inward the 
points of the shoulders begin to bow 
outw ard and round till they sometimes 
moke a woman look as if she were 
turned the other side foremost.

of this is necessary to a woman a t any 
age. 
Finally hold your head up per­ 
sistently and keep yrfur spine in a 
straight line so far as possible. 
To recapitulate, hold your chest and 
head up with determination and take 
deep, slow breaths. 
Don’t let your 
knees wabble and don’t make the m ain 
motion of walking from the knee joints. 
This gives a mincing, extremely u n ­ 
graceful gait. 
W alk from your hips, 
hold the knees firm and reach out with 
a long, steady forward swing.

Federation of W om en’s 
clubs has been doing a good work in

child labor

The comm ittee reports there are now 
20.000 children 
employed in the state, 
largely in Chicago factories. 
All 
the 
familiar 
argum ents In opposition 
to 
child labor, particularly child 
labor in 
factories, gain force by 
th** presenta­ 
tion of the case as it appears 
to 
the 
women of Illinois. 
Physical health is u n derm ined, 
ac 
ridents are frequent, 
and the 
result 
is a large 
number 
of blind, partially 
bliAd and otherwise deformed children. 
In the sweatshops, 
where m any little 
boys are 
bu tton h oler, 
curvature of 
the 
sp in e is 
developed 
in 
scores of 
cases, and for an average wage of $2.50 
a week. 
‘‘The child 
w*ho wraps caramels for 
two w eeks 
before 
Christm as,” says 
the report, “carries uppers a month In 
a shoe factory, 
delivers 
telegrams 
a 
season, or drifts to the stockyards for 
a few weeks, 
acquires no real 
trad* 
skill or knowledge.” 
As a m atter of 
fact, we suppose, taking his whole Iii 
as 
the test, In 
the 
majority 
of in­ 
stances, 
such 
desultory 
occupation, 
where cheapness is the chief desidera­ 
tum, 
is an Injury rather 
than other­ 
wise. 
B oys of exceptional ability will very 
likely rise 
above such experiences, as 
boys of extraordinary ability have come 
up from discouraging and unpromising 
surroundings 
before. 
But 
the 
net 
result 
of work like this 
is simply to 
produce, as 
the report says, 
a large 
accretion 
to 
the 
already 
existing 
barnacle of wretched unskilled 
labor. 
In a good m any 
cases 
there is 
no 
doubt that children are driven to such 
em ploym ent 
by' w hat seem s to them 
or to their parents, to be necessity. But 
there are a good m any more where the 
necessity does not actually exist. 
The 
prospect of making 
a little money by 
what seem s to be an easy employment 
proves altogether 
too 
much 
for the 
cupidity of parents 
who have no just 
excuse 
for lending 
their children 
to 
work, 
while of course boys and 
girls 
them selves, not having mature ju d g­ 
ment, m ay easily 
be deceived 
as to j 
what their best Interests demand. 
There 
was a 
time In the 
old New ' 
England 
days, 
when the boy helped 
on 
the 
farm 
and the girl 
helped In) 
the dairy and kitchen, or both did odd 
Jobs for 
the neighbors, 
and assisted 
about the “chores” 
that child 
labor 
w as a good thing. 
That sort of child 
labor made men and women that were 
worth something. 
It 
was not alw ays 
easy work, hut 
it did 
not have 
the 
soul-destructive, 
ambition-deadening 
effect of child labor in the monotonous 
pursuits to which 
the Illinois women 
call attention, 
and 
others like them. 
The results of such child labor taken 
in the 
long run are good for neither J 
the children 
nor for the comm unity.— j 
New Bedford Standard.
